OF CORN HUSKS AND CARPET.

Two Grinding Wheels Used for Pol-
Ishing the Téeth of the Combha,
There are many kinds of grinding

wheels, but, perhaps, ng curious as nny

Is the cornhusk wheel, which |s used

for grinding combs,

The teeth of some sorts of combs,
after they have been cut, still need to be
be rounded on the edges and smoothd
and finlshed all around, which could
not be done on a solld, fiat-faced wheel,
saya the New York Bun. For this there
Is required a wheel of some material
that will work around the edges of the
teeth and also In between them. The
corn-husk wheel serves this  purpose
well,

For the mnking of guch 2 wheel drled
torn husks are used, They are lald to-
gether and tied In little bundles of n
dozen or so, the butts all at one end
and the polnts at the other,

The corn-husk grinding wheel ls 20
inchies in dlameter, made up of sueh
little bundles of corn husks placed with
thelr butts agninst and secured to the
gpludle on which the wheel Is to turn,
the husks radlating from it all around.
When a sufficlent number of bundles of
linsks to form the wheel have thus
been placed against the spludle,
wheel Is compressed, to make It not
solld bul compaet and give it the widih
of face requlred,

The wheel bullt up in this way of
corn hueks is mounted and run by pow-
er. The workman, ushisz water and
powdered pumice stone In the grinding,
stands, with a tray of combs to
ground on a table at bhand, and one
after another holds the comhs agalnst
the wheel, The life of a  corn-lusk
grinding wheel 18 only four or five

The woodpecker belongs to a very
lurge famlly of creeping or clinbing
blrds, with stiff, sharp-pointed tall
feathers, which they use to help sup-
port thelr bodies against the tree,
Thelr toes are four In  number, two
golng forward and two backwird, so
they can hold on to the tree more
enslly. They have strong. stralght,
chisel-pointed bills, which they use to
cnt small holes In the wood when look-
Ing for insects to eat, und also when |
they want to make n Inrger hole for al
nesting place. The tongue of the wood-
pecker is pecullarly long, with n spear-
Ifke tip, which It can thrust out, bring-
Ing Insects from thelr hiding places
under the bark.

Woodpeckers are not singers. They
only make a tattoo with thelr bllls ony
the tree, which s supposed to be thelr
love song. Thelr eggs are always white.
Among the many different kinds are
the Ivory-billed woodpecker, the hairy
woondpecker, the downy woodpecker,
rgd-backed woodpecker and the red-
headed woodpecker,

The blue jay belongs to the famlily
of crows and magples. It Is a com-
mon, large, noisy, crosted, hrightly
marked blue bird with white throat,
and tips of outer tall feathera—Cincin-
